We have completed 'our systematic classification review of Department 
of State records in Records Croup 80 for the period 1945-49. During the 
review we identified first the files which contained significant amounts 
ol information oi CIA interest and then focused our - , classification, review 
on those files to identify individual documents and index cards which 
required continued protection. Documents that remained classified were 
tabbed and index cards still classified were withdrawn and replaced with

B. Source Card Indices.,

Subject Card Indices and Mies 


1. Indices 103. 9L8 and 103.91802 and their files - Of the 

u ! thes V ‘■ndices, we removed 17 cards which remain 
classified and inquire continued protection. We reviewed tlie 
seven boxes of files relating to these indices and tabbed 
approximately 50 documents which remain classified and require 
continued protection under MO. 1 2065, 1-301 Cc) and 1-301 (b). 

2. Index 101.5 and File - These records consist of a 
175-caul index and two archives boxes of documents containing 
the related file. About 90 l of the material refers to CIC and 
remains classified requiring continued protection under 

luO, 1 - C 6 5 , 1-301 (c). because' of the high percentage of classi- 
± led material, we recommend that the entire index and file be' 
withdrawn and protected. 

3. Index 101.502 and File - These records consist of a 
400-card index and one archives box of documents. Practical! v 
100-s of the material refers to CIC and remains classified 
requiring continued protection under MO. 12065, 1 -301(c) We 

therefore, recommend that. the entire index and file he withdrawn 
and protected. 11 

4. Indices 101.6 and 101.61 and Files - These records consist 
of about 1,000 index cards and a file of four and one-half 

til chives boxes About 90') ol this material refers to CIA and 
remains classified requiring protection under MQ. 12065 
1:301(0). We, therefore, recommend that the entire index and 
file be withdrawn and protected.

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5. index 101.6102 and File -• Consists, of about 800 index 
cards and two and one -ha! 1.' archives boxes of files. Practically 
100% of this material relates to CIA and remains classified 
requiring continued protection under F.O. 12065, 1-301 (c). We, 
therefore, recommend that the entire index and file be withdrawn 
and protected, 

6. Index 811-20.100 and File - .Consists of about 400 cards and 
four archives boxes of files. This appears to be a War Department 
general file with only minor references to SSU personnel assign- 
ments. Only four index cards wore found that required continued 
classification and a check of the files revealed that NARS 
personnel essentially had already withdrawn all documents 
requiring continued protection under F.O. 1 2065, ] -301(c). Tlie 

/ four index cards should he protected and replaced with sterile 
substitute cards. 

7. Indices 811.20200A and 811.20200B and Files - These 
indices, containing a total of 25 cards and their related 
files, contain no information requiring protection from a 
CIA point of view. 

8. Index 81.1 .20200 (D) and File - The index contains about 
11,400 cards and the files fill 81 archives boxes. These 
records contain an insignificant number of references to CIA 

or its predecessor organizations , and these are so inconsequential 
that we have no objection to the release of this material. 

9. Index 811.20200(F) and File - Consists of about 200 
index cards and a file contained in one archives box. Prac- 
tically 100% of this material relates to CIA and remains 
classified requiring protection under F..O. 12065, 1-301 (c) , 

We therefore request that the entire index and file be with- 
drawn and protected. ' 

10. Index 81 L-20200(FA.MILY) and File - Consists of about 
700 index cards and a .file contained in two archives boxes. 

At least 80% of the material relates to CIA and remains 
classified requiring continued protection under F.O. 12065, 

1 -301(c). We, therefore, request that the entire index and 
file be withdrawn and protected. 

D. The 123 (Personnel) Dossiers - We have checked about 
thirty percent of the names of Agency people who might appear

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in Stain personnel dossiers lor the p< l iod l'.US-4h. About 
75°b of the names chocked hie! not have a dossier and those 
that did had no compromi smi; i n formal ion in them. Neverthe- 
less, we will check the tvtm i ning two-thirds of the names we 
' have to insure that ill are protected. We anticipate that 
only a minimal amount oi material, il any, will be found that 
wi 11, requi re continued protection.
